MR. GLADSTONE AND RELIGIOUS 
EQUALITY. 


“Mr. GiapsTone bas not only recognised the 
necessity of Parliamentary Reform, but he has 
made a formal and important addition to the 
Liberal programme, The education of the public 
miod in the true principles of liberty bas ad- 
vanced so far, it is held, that the time bas come 
for naming Religious Equality as the fourth aim 
of Liberal policy. This is a most wise decision, 
not only on account of the value of that particular 
object, but because all the reforms are sisters, and 
not one of them can prosper without advan 
to the others. And this part of Mr. Gladstone's 
policy is as advantageous for the nation as it is 
for his party, since, as he told the working men 
who presented an address to him at Liverpool, 
‘the interest of every class is to have justice 
done to all.“ So writes our respected contem- 
porary, the Daily News, a of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s election speeches at Manchester and Liver- 
pool. That which the brilliant orator and popular 
statesman referred to in the customary phrase of 
“ civil and religious liberty,” the ablest organ of 
the Liberal party translates into the stronger ex- 
pression of “religious equality.” The incident 
is a striking sign of the times. Words are the 
emblems of things, and the substitution of one 
watchword for another points to a nearly com- 
pleted change in the aims aud spirit of political 

rties. e should rejoice beyoud measure to 

lieve that Mr. Gladstone had made all the pro- 
gress which the Daily News, not without some 
reason, evidently infers from the drift of his 
speeches. Since, however, our chief hope is placed 
in somewhat far more irresistible than one mau’s 
convictions, and to the force of which modern 
statesmanship must willingly or unwillingly 
yield, we need not, we think, strain the Chan. 
cellor's words beyond what his acts will confirm. 

When we come to examine the public utter- 
ances of Mr. Gladstone in favour of the “ fourth 
principle ” of Liberalism, we confess we are dis- 

„ looking exclusively to the sentiments he 
expressed, to declare our satisfaction, and at the 
same time, interpreting those sentiments by his 
Parliamentary policy and votes, to admit that 
we are left in an uncomfortable state of per- 
plexity. When the right hon. gentleman pro- 
fesses that in his opinion, a generous and con- 
ciliatory policy isthe only policy of wisdom,” and 
that whether he sits for Oxford or South Lanca- 
shire, or not at all, ‘ he desires and he intends to 
act upon that policy so longs as his life shall last,” 
we are content to accept his profession as that of 
one who is “ passing out of darkness into mar- 
vellous light.” His language very fairly befits 
his transitional state, and, as such, we rejoice in 
it—but considered in reference to the great 
political problem to be solved, however clearly it 
way indicate the bent of his sympathies, it cer- 
tainly rubs off the edge of his judgwent. The 
question is not one of generosity but of justice, 
not one that claims couciliation but right. If 
Mr. Gladstone were appealed to for a generous 


and conciliatory treatment of hop-growers or the 
producers of barley, he would repudiate being 
governed by avy such sentiment. He would 
argue that in dealing with the finances of the 
kingdom, he is bound to regard with equal eye 
all classes of the people. It is only because bis 
views of religious eqoality are loose and incom- 
plete as compared with his views on Free Trade, 
that he is able to use these terms in reference to 
the much graver subject which he is discusesing. 
The von-endowed denominations do not ask for 
generosity. They demand nothing but what is 
due to them in righteousness—what they believe 
they are entitled, both in reason and religion, to 
claim, if not for their own sakes, al all events 
for the sake of a free and ic Christianity. 

It is, however, with unalloyed satisfaction 
that we receive the following words from his 
lips:—“If it is thought that the Church of 
England’s interests are to be —— by main- 
taining some odious stigma, I care not whether 
it be upon Protestant Nonconformists, or upon 
our Roman Catholic fellow-countrymen, I dis- 
claim and repudiate such party modes of defend- 
ing the Church. And | say that the misguided 
persons who, in their folly, would use such 
weapons for the purpose which they have in 
view, are merely contributing to defeat their own 
dearest wishes, and are not to be reckoned, as 
far as their acts are concerned, among her friends, 
but among her foes.” We take these sentences 
to have been aimed especially at Lord Derb 
and Mr. Disraeli, and at the party policy whi 
they have seen fit to inaugurate, As far as 
words can go, nothing can be more in harmony 
with our own feeling. In his speech at Man- 
cheater, Mr. Gladstone alluded to Mr. Hadfield’s 
Qualification Repeal Bill, in illustration of his 
meaning. He spoke of those who would main- 
tain the prepondefance of the Church “ by 
miserable legal con‘rivances that are available 
for no purpose whatever but of placing an offen- 
sive badge ou certain members of the com- 
munity, and taking security, as far as human 
folly can take it, that those members 
of the community shall be from age to age, bitter 
evemies of that Church which, he is thankful to 
say, is still the Church of the nation.” These 
are noble words, full of fervour and instinct with 
the true spirit of religious equality; and yet we 
hardly dare take them, as we fain would, in the 
broad meaning of which they are susceptible. 
The law which excludes Nowconformists from 
the governing body of Oxford University, places 
quite as “ offensive a badge” upon them as the 
law which excludes them from the governing 
body of a borough town—the security taken is 
of as little worth in the ove case as in the other 
—but, we fear, Mr. Gladstone is not yet fully 
disposed to apply the same liberal policy to the 
removal of the ove badge, as he would to that of 
the other. He has lived so long in a darkened 
room that he can receive the light of great prin- 
ciples—at least so far as to practically apply 
them—only by degrees. We do not find fault 
with him. We admire his sincerity, and we are 
willing to exercise no little patience until he has 
become thoroughly accustomed to look at * 
with a steadier and more unflinching gaze. 0 
believe with him that freedom of speech is of 
itself a valuable privilege to a body which must 
necessarily depend upon its moral influence ; for 
it cannot be defended by mere professions, 
written law, or prescriptions from a former 
time.“ Would that we might bave reason to 
believe also that these words describe not merely 
a sentiment, but a settled policy ! 


We are more thoroughly at one, however, with 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, in his estimate 
of what the Church should be and do in order to 
success, than ia any other portion of bis election 
speeches. His couceptions in this regard are as 
Scripturally true as they are beautifully ex- 
pressed :-—* If the Church of England is to live 
among us, she must flourish, and she must grow, 
and God grant that she may do all by making 
herself beneficently known in the discharge of 
her age offices, by the faithful custody of 
the Word which she has received, by making her 


| 


ministration the friend and consoler of every 
man of every rank of life, by causing herself to 
be felt by each one of you in those actions where- 
in her assistance can be available—these are the 
functions in which I bave cordially desired to 
promote her usefulness ; these are the functions 
in which I believe she is growing stronger from 
day to day ; and on my part, as the represen 
tative of Oxford, on the part of those who have 
been honoured with the confidence of Parlia- 
ment, we say we have in no res betrayed our 
duty with regard to the Church of England.’ 
No one among the Nonconformist bodies will

We envy not, however we may emulate, any 
ponderance she may maintain “by the ie 
adhesion, by the cordial love and admiration of 
the people to whom she ministers.” The doctrine 
of religious equality neither incites nor feeds 
ecclesiastical jealousies—that is done by the 
—— of Church Establishments. Will Mr. 
ladstone ever see this? Weare not altogethe: 
without hope that he will. Events have 
him upon a new and more favourable point for 
observation. But be this as it may tenour 
of the late elections, and the scope of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer's speeches, fully convince 
us that the day is close at hand when the prin- 
ciple of Religious Equality will force a recog- 
nition of itself from statesmen, and that what 
used to be scouted ten years ago, will ten years 
hence be professed with fervour as the foremoat 
article in the creed of Liberalism.

The following is an extract from Mr. Gladstone's

In an Appendix to this discourse—a discourse fra- 
grant with old memories and old traths—there are 
extracts from the Circular Letters of the Association 
for the last handred years. Tuese extracts are 
valuable historical memoranda, not of events but of 
the life of the Churcher.

All honour to the Northamptonsbire 
Association! The Circular Letter of the body for 
the present year, written by the Rev. T. T. Gough, 
of Clipstone, also contains some interesting historical 
notes. 

Most persons are acquainted with the fact that 
Mr. Raskin is an ecclesiastical writer, and none 
who read them are likely to forget his Notes on 
Sheepfolds.” In his recently published lectures,

MR. DISRAELI ON THE ELECTIONS. 

Mr. Disraeli made a speech on Wednesday, at a 
dinner to celebrate the return of the Conservative oan- 
didate for Bucks. He does not think that the result 
of the election should cause any diminution of conti- 
dence in the Conservative party. The party in the new 
Parliament will not be inferior in numbers to that 
which supported Lord after the general election 
in 1859. In the last;Parliament, although, on paper, the 
Conservatives were 310 strong, there were, aps, 
fifteen out of the 310 who were only nominally Con- 
servatives. And it is remarkable that almost all these 

tlemen have lost their seats. Admitting that 
inis ters gain twenty seate, it must not be forgotten 
that in the last Parliament the Conservatives gained 
three seats merely by petition.

We may succeed 
not only iu staving off cholera, but, by preventive 
and remedial measures, abate the virulence of 
the many diseases which prematurely cut off so 
many of the population. 


The mystery of the Road murder is still un- 
ravelled. The persistence of Constance Kent in 
pleading guilty to the charge of taking the life 
of her half brother is a great disappointment to 
that portion of the public which takes an interest 
in the details of great crimes. The guilt was 
hera alone. The confession is a tardy act of re- 
paration to near relatives and an innocent servant, 
under suspicion. Though the unhappy young 
woman was sentenced to death, the remarks of 
the presiding judge coincide with public expecta- 
tion that the sentence will be commuted into con- 
finement for life.

its benefits Confederates possessed of over 
20,000 dollars of property ; and a Confiscation 
Department has been inaugurated at Rich- 
mond.

It now appears certain that the American 
Government have a very large army in Texas, 
near the Mexican frontier, which is to be 
augmented to 100,000 men.

ok them is, according to the estimate of our even- 
ing contemporary, the Globe, that the Liberals 
have a majority of eighty votes. We do not 
place implicit confidence in the principle of clas- 
sification the application of which brings out 
this rather startliog result, and we take it for 
granted that the border region between Liberals 
aud Conservatives within which many of the 
former fix their political whereabouts is one of 
tolerable width. In support of Lord Palmers- 
ton’s Government in preference to the return of 
Lord Derby to office, the balance may have been 
accurately struck, but we need not another year 
of the noble Premier’s Administration to con- 
vince us that the Liberalism of many of his ad- 
miring supporters ie of a hue so faint as to be 
little more than nominal. The true test to be 
applied is not present homage to Lord Palmers- 
ton, but future adhesion to Mr. Gladstone. When 
the lead of the House of Commons is transferred 
from the former to the latter, will the majorit 
remaiu a working one? We think it will, 
for several reasons. We believe that the existing 
House of Commons is predominantly Glad- 
stonian iu its composition—that its instincts are 
with him, whether for Peace, for Retrenchment, 
for Reform, or for Religious Liberty. The last 
House, in our opinion, would have been quite a 
different body uuder other leadership, there 
can be no question that the present is a great 
improvement on the last. The tone of public 
opinion indicates that. the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer has risen to a 71 of iuflueuce, 
and that the future policy of the country will be 
mainly shaped by hia counsels. Moreover, it is 
well known that Mr. Gladstone is in earnest, 
and earnestness associated with high position 
operates as a spell upon people who have no re- 
solute will of their own. 

This, then, is the amount of the boasted Con- 
servative reaction—to lift the ablest, the most 
active, and the most courageous of the Liberal 
statesmen of this age into a position of pre- 
eminence in which his power will effectually 
second his purposes. Of all men on the side to 
which he belongs, he is the most hated because 
he is the most feared by the Tory Opposition. 
Their egregious folly bas, to use his own expres- 
sion, unmuzzled ” him, and the force of public 
opinion has placed him on a platform whence he 
will be able to command the will of the people 
at his pleasure. We care not a jot what may be 
the Cabinet changes, nor when they may come. 
Whether Lord Palmerston retires or retains his 
office, whether if he retires Lord Granville or 
Lord Clarendon is to be his nominal successor, 
signifies little or nothing. Henceforth Mr. 
Gladstone will be the real head of the Govern- 
ment—or, as our French neighbours would 
phrase it, “the master of the situation.” The 
present Parliament is his rather than that of his 
octogenarian chief. The electoral strife was a 
strife between his foreshadowed policy and the 
policy of obstruction. It was against him that 
the Conservatives concentrated their exertions, 
and expended their invectives. It was to render 
triumphant the policy of “ trust limited by pru- 
dence,” over that of “ mistrust limited by fear,” 
that the constituencies returned a majority of 
eighty Liberal votes. The old stagers may put 
him where they will.

back may, in these days, easily ride down all

In what precise manner, and to what extent, 
the response of the constituencies to the appeal 
of the Crown will affect the Parliamentary status 
of the Reform question, it would savour of pre- 
sumption, perbaps, to predict. It is quite certain 
that if the people of this country desire an 
amended system of representation, they may 
have it as soon as they will. They have only to 
signify their will, aud the Government and the 
House of Commons will accede toit. The object 
ia within their reach, and that, too, without the 
necessity of any great expenditure of time, 
money, or exertion. The boon they ask will be 
asked of willing donors. They may rest in the 
assurance that a Reform Bill initiated in the 
House by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
moderate as might be its pretensions, and cautious 
as might be its provisions, would at any rate be 
a bond fide measure, and would be honest! 
championed. It would not be dangled — 
after month before the eyes of the country, only 
to be dropped when the purpose of its production 
had been anawered. We should not have an 
intermittent debate on the second readiag ex- 
tending over a month or six weeks, nor would 
the leader of the House, by bis demeanour, 
invite his own friends to pick his measure to 
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pieces. There is an end, we trust, for a long 
time to come, of mere adroit and tricksy Parlia- 
mentary management. In Mr. Gladstone, placed 
where he now is, and more es y where he 
will be, the people have a sufficient guarantee 
against being cajoled, and the House of Com- 
mons, we trust, against being demoralised. If 
only the unenfranchised care to acquire the 
dignity and responsibilities of citizenship, the 
rospect of their doing so has not for many years 
— so promising as it is at the present moment. 
ls this the grand reaction of which the Cor- 
servatives boasted ? 


With regard to questions of religious equality, 
their vaunting will appear equally premature 
and illusory. What if the highest majority ever 
recorded for the abolition of Church - rates should 
be restored? What if the Oxford University, 
with which we beg to couple Cambridge, should 
be persuaded, even though it were against her 
will, to accept the future predicted for her by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, or, at 
all events, aim at it, “by enlarging her 
borders, by opening her doora, by invigo- 
rating her powers, by endeavouring to 
rise to the height of that vocation with which it 
has pleased the Almighty to endow ber ;—that, 
as in other times, the Universities of the land, 
and Oxford the first of them, led the mind and 
thought of the country upon the path of im- 
provement, so now they may still prove worthy 
of that high office”? What if an evud be sum- 
marily put to the legal insults which it has 
pleased a dominant Church to inflict upon all 
who are not within her pale? Nay, what if 
the Irish Church Establishment be forced under 
the Legislative revision of Parliament, and Mr. 
Miall’s proposal of impartial disendowment be 
discussed under higher auspices, and with more 
conclusive results? None of these things are 
unlikely—some of them are all but certain. 
Wednesdays will again become remarkable, but 
not for the same issues as during the last Par- 
liament. And is this the Conservative reaction 
so cheerily proclaimed two years ago ? 


We shall not anticipate the preponderant 
sentiment of the new House in regard to the 
minor departments of political action—retrench- 
ment, finance, and foreigu diplomacy.. We hope, 
however, that a pleasanter and more profitable 
era is before us, in most respects, and we take 
our full measure of congratulation out of the 
resalts of the General Election of 1865. 


THE GREAT CABLE AT VALENTIA. 


FoitHomMervum Bay is one of those places 
which, having remained unknown for thousands 
ok years, suddenly become famous. A little, all 
but land-locked inlet, in an island which has beeu 
saved from obscurity by ita slate-quarries, this 
tiny Irish bay may be looked for in vain on any 
ordinary map. Yet it was at this humble point 
of the south-west coast of Ireland, that on Satur- 
day last the three thousand miles of Atlantic 
cable commenced the most adventurous journey 
of modera times. The scene must have dren 
extremely picturesque. The sides of the bay 
consist of precipitous ranges of slaty rocks, and 
the coast line is as romanticin its broad, massive 
features as the interior of the island is mono- 
tonous and unattractive. It was a gala day for 
many a mile around, A brave peasantry gave 
their time aud labour to the work, and those 
who were not wanted to man the boats, or to 
haul the cable alovg the trench which 
had been dug across the narrow shore, and up 
the cliffs to the little wooden shanty which was 
dignified with the title of “ the poy oy 
house, were grouped ou the giddy slopes of the 
hills, or improvised flags on the summits thereof 
out of vari-coloured petticoats, handkerchiefs, 
and even blankets. A few hundred yards off 
lay the heavy-bottomed steamer, whose slow 
sailing had been the cause of so much vexatious 
delay. The blue waters of the Atlantic, which 
only twenty-four hours before had been con- 
vulsed with those gales which, according to cal- 
culations based upon the most trustworthy data, 
were least likely to take place in the month of 
July, were now happily as peaceful as calm and 
sunshine could make them. Between the 
Caroline and the land was a line of boats, along 
which the shore-end of the cable was passed that 
it might be securely fastened on terra firma 
before the vessel — on her way to meet the 
Great Eastern at a distance of twenty-five miles 
—the point at which the great ship would spliee 
the lesser cable with the greater, thus making 
them one perfect and homogeneous whole. The 
work was well and bravely done, although the 
Irish boatmen, iu the thoughtless exuberauce of 
their enthusiasm, did drop the cable into the 
water before it had — fairly — r — dea 

uence, to orm a rtion o

ocean. This fact might merit more lengthened 
comment did not the prospective realisation of an 
Atlantic telegraph open up to the view wider 
issues, more exalted aspirations. We have it on 
the authority of Mr. Cyrus Field, the indomitable 
projector of the great acheme, that if during the 
controversies between Eogland and America to 
which the late war gave birth, there had been the 
means of instantaneous communication between 
the two Governments, there never would have 
been the slightest daoger of a rupture of friendl 
relations. Most of the misunderstandings whie 
take place between nations are the reault of 
ignorance or misrepresentation on the one side or 
the other ; and although canards do sometimes 
flash along the continental lines, statesmen are 
rarely deceived by them, and journalists have 
been made more sharp-witted by experience. We 
hope that the expense of an Atlantic message 
will be reduced toa minimum; but still the tariff 
must necessarily be of a character to ensure an 
average amount of truth as well as that brevity 
which is the soul of wit. False reports, if any 
should come, will find their corrective a few hours 
later—before they have had time to do any mis- 
chief save with “the bulls” or “the bears.” 
Commercially the boon will be of incalculable 
value. The markets of the world, and therefore 
the homes of both poor and rich, will be many 
millions the gainer. But in a political and moral 
sense mankind will achieve its greatest measure 
of blessing. The telegraph will not destroy in- 
ternational feuds, because they will be provoked 
by one cause and another until human nature has 
undergone a radical change for the better; but it 
will unquestionably tend to mitigate their rangour 
and to prevent them from bringing forth that 
evil fruit which contains the seeds of bitterness 
and desolation. Yesterday morning the public 
mind was naturally alarmed by the announcement 
made from the Great Eastern that there was a 
defect in the cable, and that insulation had almost 
ceased. This morning we, in common with our 
contemporaries, are able to allay the not un- 
founded apprehension. The fault, it appears, lay 
in the splicing of the two ends of the cable, and 
has been successfully remedied. The Great 
Eastern is now again on her way across the

EVIL INFLUENCES AT ELECTIONS. 


Tue great triumph of Liberal opinion at the 
General Election has been greatly tarnished by 
the senseless and — scenes which have 
been wituessed in various parts of the United 
Kingdom. Much allowance is to be made at 
such atime of popular excitement for the vaga- 
ries and license of an English crowd. But those 
who expected to find in the late elections proofs 
of the good effects of an extension of education, 
and sigus of an improvement of public manners, 
have n doomed to bitter disappointment. 
Some of the exhibitions which have been made 
before the hustings are to be accounted for in 
part by the gathering together, at a time of holi- 
day-makiug, of aseewblies in the open air, which 
naturally attract the idle and brutal part of the 
population. But at most of the borough and 
county nominations the interchange of opinions 
between candidates and electors was little better 


than in farce. As a rale, the prosesdings took 
place in dumb show, and the hustings’ orators: 


deep. The blessings and the prayers of millions 
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within ear-shot tban to the clamorous multitade 
beneath them. In fact, the boasted English love of 
fair play has proved to a great extent to be in 
practice a delusion. 

Unhappily these ebullitions have not been 
confined to noisy demonstrations. There have 
been in some places scenes of disorder and vio- 
lence, such as might well make the British public 
hang their heads with shame. At Notti , 
all = 1 of the surrounding districts 
was in or o against the most 
able candida colt ented a terrorism w 
prevented the due of the poll. At Chip- 
penham, the friends of the defeated Liberal can- 
didate proceeded, not without provocation, to acts 
of outrage. Window-b and stone-throw- 
ing were the means by which the mob at Maiden- 
head vented their disappointment at the defeat of 
the Liberals at Berks, At Rother near Shef- 
field, though the Liberals were v in the 
county struggle, the destroyed the win- 
dows, aud broke open the shops of Conservatives, 
pelted the police, and were only put down by the 
intervention of a cavalry force.

Toa great 
extent political partisanship bas been in league 
with British ruffianiem, and educated men who 
would repodiate any imputation of personal un- 
fairvess and intimidation, have not scrupled to 
hire bullies aud 2 down the free speech of 
their opponents and browbeat their 
Both sides had recourse to this d ul mode 
of furthering their electioneering ends. In- 
timidation and clamour seem, to a great age 
to have superseded bribery at our ¢ 
loth Liberals and Conservatives have sought to 
win their seats by alliance with the scum of the 
population. In this respect the counties were

A great deal of the disorder and riot which 
has prevailed during the last three weeks may be

These were not the excesses of demo- 
cracy. It is remarkable that in the very largest 
boroughs the elections were comparatively peace- 
able. In the metropolis, for example, where 
there is an approach to household suffrage, the 
public peace was, in no instance, threatened or 
disturbed. The exercise of the right of — 
was the safety-valve of political excitement, an 
organised ruflianism was not in request, because 
it would have little availed to promote the ends 
of the candidates. We are happy to quote the 
Times, writing in a lucid interval, in support of 
this view. “It will be one of the best results 
of au extension of the electoral franchise,” says 
the leading journal, “that a large number will 
be — to express their opinion by consti- 
tutional forms, and will therefore have less im- 
pulee toward joining in or conniving at the 
misdeeds of the crowd. The more truly the 
electors represent the whole population, the 
greater will be the tendency among the beaten 
party to accept their decision with res and 
submission.” This has unquestionably been the 
result in the metropolitan constituencies. The 
deplorable scenes which have been enacted else- 
where have been not merely the outcome of 
political partisanship and excitement amon 
constituencies, but in many cases the work o 
the candidates and their agents determived to 
win by fair or foul means ; and many a politician 
of either tection who is forward in proclaiming 
the perils of letting iv the democratic tide, has 
entered io*%o alliance with the refuse of the popu- 
lation to further his own ambitious ends, and 
has not hesitated to cast uside the principles of 
morality in order to gain a seat.

TAKING EXERCISE. 


Wuy is taking exercise” always understood of 
the body, and of some kind of bodily exertion? Is 
it ous of our extreme respect for the understanding 
and the soul, that we never apply the expression to 
them * The distinction, though in its verbal form, 
perhaps accidental, does rest in a real superiority of 
the spiritual to the corporeal part. It is very seldom 
that our higher powers are used merely for the sake 
of the in effects which will follow, as you 
walk or ride for the sake of the resulting good appe- 
tite or glow of health. As far as our own interests 
sre concerned, probably one of the most important 
ressons for our being kept alive at all is the exercise 
of the affections and the will, of conscience and of 
reason, but this cannot be done in the way of so 
much*moral gymnastios. Prayer is not really prayer 
if you pray purely with a view to the reflex inflaence 
of devotion. When you think with any continuity 
and energy, you are interested more or less in the 
subject; when you read, if you read with a really 
wakeful and soctive mind, you are seldom without 
some sentiment of approbation and respect, or the 
contrary, towards the author. The benetit to your 
own mind is not less, but greater in proportion as 
you forget for the time all about yourself, or at least 
escape from the idea that your mind is about to be 
used simply for your own advantage. A similar 
remark might no doubt be made in regard to bodily 
exercise, Exercise may not do you most good on 
occasions when you oat expressly to take exercise. 
Even in its physical consequence the time which you 
spend out of doors is far more productive, more ex- 
hilarating end bracing, if the scenery around you, or 
the conversation of a friend at your side, helps to 
pat quite out of sight any notion that you are 
** taking a constitutional,” or following your doctor’s 
prescription. Unfortunately, however, beautiful 
scenery sod intelligent and agreeable company are 
not always to be had. The higher objects of life fill 
up too large a spece to allow of your being 
over solicitous that your recreations shall be 
always everything you could desire. Brain is 
perhaps more important to you than masole. 
It ia not necessary that you should be in as 
perfect trainiog in wind and limb as if you were 
going to row in a race, or to walk against time. 
What is necessary is, that you should not let your 
health ran down, or your mind lose in clearness and 
efficiency, by reason of any want of really due and 

care of your body. Therefore, you take 
exercise. You do not worship musoularity, bat you 
are very willing to give the poor dog a bone. Be 
it by means of quoits, or of bowls; be it by swim- 
ming with all your four limbs, or simply walking 
with two, you try hard to let your joints and sinews 
have a chance of keeping themselves in condition. 
Your body may be an encambranos, and certainly 
it is given you to be kept in subjection ; at the same 
time it is for this world the only frame and set of 
organe you have. Being, as it is, a house from 
which you cannot move as often as you please into 
another, it isa pity ifthe hioges should rast, or any 
ol the furniture perieb, for want of being well venti- 
lated, and occasionally stirred. Why let the bright 
and clear windows of perception be dimmed over by 
the fogs of incipient jsundioe, if a well-plied walking · 
stick be a wand which keeps all such enchantments 
at bay, and disperses these noxious vapours before 
they collect ? The metallic particles which you want 
in your blood are much better sacked out of the air, 
or derived from well-sesimilated food, than distilled 
through your velas in any artificial way, as salphate 
or oltrate of iron. Who would fardele bear” of 
dyspepsia, or of rheumatiem, or of tic, when he 


might fight ‘‘ those ills which flesh is heir to,“ 
simply by being beforehand with them, acd literally 
walking out of their range, and 80, without opposing, 
end them?

insane restlessness—an unaccountable determination 
to “move on.“ Many of them are simply fetching up 
arrears. Having been sunk for ten or eleven months 
in profoundly sedentary employments, they are rush- 
ing with a pardonable reaction to the opposite extreme, 
to clamber up the very steepest hill-sides, and to walk 
over the very widest and wildest moors. It is clearly 
not the most effectual or well-considered way of taking 
exercise to crowd the locomotion of a whole year into 
a fortnight. Bat necessity has no law, it may be 
pleaded. At all events, let no man judge another in 
thie matter who has not himself nolens volens sat or 
stood by writing table or desk, till, as that immortal 
India House clerk said, “the wood has entered into 
his soul.” Only the man who has but one annual 
opportunity of seeing the country understands the 
insatiable appetite begotten by long deprivation for 
crowding the largest possible quantity of rural scenes 
and impressions into his brief and rarely-recurring 


Or what if he have been too heavily weighted with 
official cares, too long sicklied oer with the pale cast 
of thought?” As hungry people may, after excessive 
fasting, be too hungry to eat, so men, when brain has 
been overtexed and overwrought, are unable sometimes 
to throw off their burdens, even in the most tempting 
of climates, and amidst the most magnificent scenery. 
They are still adding up figures or questioning wit- 
nesses. What trick, what device will set free their 
soul from the haunting memories of that counting- 
house or that committee-room? Will a rod do it? 
Then let them take their basket and fly-book and go 
a-fishing. Will a gun and a brace of pointers answer 
better? Then by all means let them take out a 
license, and get every other necessary arrangement 
made*before August the 12th. For our own part 
we could never see mach force in the argument 
against sport on the ground of inhumanity, This 
opinion, we may say, is unbisssed by any personal 
preference or skill in arts of that nature. Oor 
ambition does not lean towards marksmanship, We 
never shot anythiog larger than a blackbird, and that 
was in mistake for a crow; and the only perch 
which we ever pulled out of the water bad the very 


narrowest escape from flapping his way in again off 


the bank. But albeit our own tastes do not happen 
to be of the destructive order, we have a strong 
conviction that a man is of more value than any 
number of fowl of the air or fish of the sea. If it be 
right to kill animals for food, why is it not right to 
kill them in order to restore elasticity and balance 
to a jaded and fevered brain? Is not the life more 
than meat, and the life which has its seat in the 
understanding more than the life which has its seat 
in the stomach? Might the former be sustained by 
means perfectly inoffensive and bloodless ? So might 
the latter. There are probably few members of 
Parliament, and professional or business men, who 
could not be kept out of a lunatic asylam without 
the salutary rebound in their health and spirits 
which they experience once a year as sportsmen ; 
and there are probably very few persons who could 
not be kept alive all the year round on milk and 
farinaceous puddings and bread. Bat they would 
miss their beef and mutton. They would miss it in 
the quality of their work, and not only at table. 
Animal food, if not absolutely necessary, is of in- 
calculable value in makiog better blood and giving a 
higher rate of vitality. You oan do more and 
better work upon it than you could as a vegetarian. 
In the same way the use of fishing tackle aud powder 
and shot has a value at least as real and as great, in 
taking off the attention of excessively tired minds 
from the thing which has tired them, and in 
giving a character of real relaxation and est 
to a holiday otherwise useless and dull. Of 
course it is not the bare act of killing which 
does this, It is the eagerness of pursuit—it is the 
vigilance, the invontiveness, the capabilities of eye, 
and hand and foot, called out and kept incessantly 
in action. As to the injury done to sensibility and 
moral feeling by taking away the life of God's orea. 
tures, those who are conscious that they would do 
themeelves any such injury by shooting or tishing 
are of course bound to abstain. But when they

scruples as they do, they are simply mistaken. If 
Bishop Berkeley is right in laying it down as “a 
maxim which holds through the whole system of 
oreated beings, that nothing is made in vain, much 
leas the instincts and appetites of animals, which the 
henevolence as well as the wisdom of Deity is con- 
jaeracd to provide for,” we think it may safely be 
jativemet, farther, thas one of the most widely- 
diffused of instincts is the hunting instinct. To say 
that the sole design of this propensity was to provide 
mon in a hal{-savage state with food, ig of course 


| 
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begging the whole question. Tbe innate inclination 
of some persons to draw, aod of others to sing, is 
not in any degree stronger than the inclination of a 
third class to parsne, huot down, shoot, or in some 
manner ¢ffectually kill, euch fera nature as may 
come in their way; and we are prepared to vindicate, 
as perfectly consistent, right-minded and benevolent 
men who, without the least compunction, slaughter 
and bring home a heavy bag of game, or who even 
destroy at a mouthful far larger numbers of mites ia 
a morsel of cheese. 

As we have been car. ied thus far in discussing what 
may be called the pursuit of exercise under difficulties, 
we may add that we believe the most serious difficulty 
of all is disinclination and the force of habit. There 
are plenty of people who, as long as they are not posi- 
tively ill, are content to go creeping about the world 
without much more movement or change than those 
in the family of De. Primrose 
from the blue bed to the brown. Their 
walking expeditions seldom extend beyond s 
mile a day, and they never walk fast enough to 
quicken their pulse by a single beat. The feelings in- 
duced by a woek of moderate pedestrianising are to 
them as an unknown language or as “ undiscovered 
lands.” Had they ever in good earnest made the ex- 
periment of being thoroughly awake and alivo, surely 
they would have enjoyed it too much not to try a 
second time and a third. Are you not sometimes 
moved with an irrepressible desire toset them to work 
with a spade or a hammer? Or you wonder whether 
it would do any good to rouse them up every night 
with a false alarm of fire at their place of business, 
and set them off at express speed for the engines. Or 
could they be persuaded by any means to let a friend 
on each side take them by the arm, and run them up 
and down for an hour at a time, till they get into the 
way of taking exercise voluntarily, and because they like 
it? One thing is certain, thet a very large proportion 
of the irritability and the morbid and peevish whime 
which vex and weaken mankind in a state of civilisa- 
tion are due toour being civilised enough for animmense 
number of people to earn their bread by the use of 
their head rather than of their hands, and not suffi- 
ciently advanced in civilisation to take care that 
cerebral fatigue and excitement shall be always 
balanced fairly by pbysical effort or exercise, Un- 
sociability and listleseness, want of warmth and 
animation in men’s talk, and in the very expression 
of their countenances—these are very often plain 
symptoms of a torpid liver, or of a circulation only 
half as regular and energetic as it might be; and the 
persons whose powers of life are in this way en- 
feebled and impaired, would gain infinitely by taking 
constant and vigorous exercise, even if they are 
in no present danger of having to take physio, or 
take to their bed.

THE IRISH ELECTIONS, 


(From Saunders’ News Letter.) 


Five contested elections for Irish counties closed on 
Saturday, and in one instance oni y—that of Leitrim 
— were the old members both returned. Mr. 
Ormsby Gore, the Conservative candidate, came in 
at the head of the poll: and Dr. Brady received 119 
— more than | oy recorded for Mr. Tenison, who 

rofesses nearly the same political opinions, though 

e would probably be a more — supporter of 
the Government than Dr. Brady is likely to prove. 
Cork has discarded Mr. Vincent Scully, and replaced 
bim by Mr. Barry, a native of that county, who has 
amassed a large fortune by foreign commerce. Mr. 
Barry, who is a Roman Catholic and a Liberal, re- 
ceived 7,483 votes; Mr. Leader, the Conservative 
candidate, 6,880; and Mr. Soully only 2,164. The 
defeat of Mr. Scully will not be a subject of regret in 
soy quarter. In the King’s County, Mr. King, of 
Ballylinn, the Conservative candidate, headed the 
poll by an immense majority. Mr. Hennessy was 
returned as bis colleague by the narrow majority of 
fifteen over Sir Patri O’Brien, who, after thirteen 
years of Parliamentary life, has been relegated to 
that private station which he adorns. The elestion 
of Mr. King is a loss to the Government, but is 
counterbalanced by the gain of a seat in Monaghan. 
There the Honourable Vesey Dawson, eldest son of 
Lord Cremorne, has defeated Sie George Foster by 
a majority of 177. Colonel Leslie, who has repre- 
sented the county for twenty-three years, stood at 
the head of the poll. The election for the county of 
Wexford has resulted in the return of Mr. George, 
Q.C., and Sir James Power, and the rejection of Mr. 
Patrick MacMabon, who has been twice returned by 
the Liberals of Wexford free of expense, Mr. George, 
the Conservative candidate, received the greatest 
number of votes. It is a remarkable circumstance 
that in the King’s County, Leitrim, and Monaghan 
aleo the Conservatives headed the poll. 

The nominations for the counties of Meath and 
Antrim took place on Saturday, when Messrs. 
Corbally aod M‘Evoy and ONeill and Seymour were 
retarned without opposition. 
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The Irish elections were all completed on Satur- 
d.. and of the 105 members returned fifty-six are 
Liberale and forty-nine Conservatives, More than 
one-fourth of the whole representation of Ireland has 
been changed, twenty-nine new members having 
been sent to Parliament from this country. Of taese 
at least six may be reckoned as Ministerial gains, 
decided supporters of the Government having been 
returned in the place of gentlemen who sat on the 
Opposition side of the House, The new members 
are Mr. Reardon, Mr. Stock, Mr. O’Beirne, Mr. 
Sennderron, Mr. Whitworth, Mr. Guinness, Mr. 
Pim, Mr. Charles Barry, QC. ; Sir R. Blenoerh vesett, 
Mr. M. Morrie, Q.C.; rd Otho Fitzgerald, Sir 
Joba Gray, Mr. G. Bryan, Mr. John King, Mr. 
Synan, the Attorney-General (Mr. Lawson), the 
Solicitor-General (Mr. Sallivac), Lord Bingham, the 
Hon. Mr. Dawson Mr. Lones, the Right Hon. J. W. 
Fitzpatrick, Mr. Cooper, Mr. Serjeant Armstrong, 
Mr. J. B. Dillon, Sir H. W. Bron. Lord Tyrone, 
Mr. Greville, Sir J. Power, and Mr. J. N. M‘Kenus. 

It will be seen by the letter of our correspondent 
at Monaghan that the rival mobs came into oollision, 
and in self-defence shots were fired amongst the 
Cremorne mob” by Leslie and Foster's supporters, 
by which several persons were seriously injored. At 
Castleblaney a body of Leslie and Foster's voters 
were bratally attacked by Mr. Dawson's mob, and 
obliged, for self-protection, to fire at their assailants, 
the result being that one man was shot dead. The 
moh was dispersed by a charge of a troop of Lancers, 
and order restored. It is a ourious fact, however, 
that the officer who charged the mob has been pliord 
under militery arrest; though there oan be no doubt 
that bis prompt action in the matter rved the 
pesoe of the town, and all the inhabitants jvia io 
praising him highly for his conduct. 


Teo nominees of the Nationel Association have 
been returned for Tipperery—Mr. Moore and Alder- 
man Dillon, who is one of the seorctaries and founders 
of that body. Mr. Moore is one of the late members, 
the owner of large estates in the county, and a man 
of great wealth, who has little to gain by political 
changes. 

The election for Dublin county ended in the defrat 
of the Liberal candidate, Captain Whi'e. The Roman 
Catholic electors generally voted for him, but this 
was to little purpose, for they also voted for one or 
other of his opponents. This system of “ splitting ” 
seoured the triumpli of the late members. The great 
body of the landlords are Conservatives, and they 
united almost to a man against Captain White. 

At the nomination for Louth county on the 19th, 
in the Court-house, Dundalk, one of the crowd ex- 
hibited from time to time a “ muzszier,”’ lerge enough 
for an ox, which he flourished and ssid that was what 
the Conservative candidate and his friends wanted to 
put on the Catholic people. 

The King’s County nomination affords one of the 
most striking of the numerous illustrations of tho 
progress of Liberal ideas in the Irish Catholic consti- 
tuencies, In former times the fact that Mr. Pope 
Hennessy was “ the Pope's representative and a 
member of the independent Opposition and the Ul- 
tramontane alliance,” was enough to make him the 
popular idol. But though on thie occasion his claims 
were earnestly advocated on the hustings, and the 
electors were told that he wes “ an opponent of Lord 
Palmerston, the enemy of the country,” he could not 
get a hearing. He was forced to demand a poll, while 
Mr. King. a Protest-ut, had the people at his back, 
and Sir Patrick O’Brien, eho was always the flem 
friend of civil and religious liborty, even in Italy, and 
even for the Pope's subjects, was the popular favourite. 
The show of hands was almost altogether in favour of 
O’Brien and King. A poll was demanded for Mr. 
Hennessy, who was elected by a small majority over 
Sir Patriok. 

In speaking generally of the Irish elections, the 
Times Dublin correspondent says :— 

The elections have been grievously disappointing to 
the Conservatives, who confidently auticipated such sn 
accession of strength as would bring Lord Derby ioto 
power early next spring. The results have been equally 
unexpected on the other side. Notwithstanding all the 
efforts of the Ultramootane party to get up a feeling of 
hostility against the Irish Government, and to return 
men on the principle of independent opposition, very 
few such men have been returned, and no factious oppo- 
sition need be apprehended. What is the most remark- 
able of all is the readiness and oordiality with which 
Roman Catholic oonstituen ies have returned Protestant 
candidates, in some cases dispensing with pledges, aud it 
must be eaid to their credit that Archhishop Cullen and 
most of the other prelates have shown great practical 
wisdom on this point. They have perovived that the 
moderation and impartiality of the Goveroment, har- 
monizing with the spirit of the age, had made extreme 
views and violent courses obnoxious to society.

Exrraogpinaky Conression.—Pastor Lindback, 
the Swedish clergyman who poisoned his perishioners 
by means of their sacramental wine, has made a con- 
feasion, in which he extenuates his career by extra- 
ordinary arguments, Ho contends that it ie lawful 
when the disease ie parsed ouring to employ drugs to 
end the life which that disease renders miserable. He 
counts up the occasions on which or error 
bare ended the life of a diseased person, and then as- 


serts that he has “ come to the conclusion and belief 
that science as well as often bears the most 
decisive part (in sickness), and that pious faith is often 
wrong in say *the hour had come.’ I, therefore, 
believe,” he “that the merciful God would not 
condemn me if I shortened tho sufferings of a miserable 
fellow creature.“

The Reader asys:—‘* This year’s matriculation 
examination of the University of London, which is 
just over, has been so exceedingly fatal to candidates, 
that it 1s difficult to believe that the unhappy victims 
can clearly have understood the regulations which 
should have guided their preparation, Of more than 
600 candidates, more than 300 were plucked, a fact 
which is at least creditable to the strictness of the 
University examiners. But strictness is only one of 
the conditions of fairness ; another is that the ques- 
tions shall not exceed, either in breadth or depth, 
what the candidates bad been led to expect by the 
official regulaticns.“ 


Mr. Carpenter, the registrar of the University, 
corrects this statement, end says that of the 393 
candidates who presented themselves 144, or 36 per 
dent., were unsuccessful, In January last the propor- 
tion of plucked was 33 per cent.; in June last year, 
36-9 per cent.; in 1863, 345 per cent. The large 
proportion of failares is among candidates whose early 
education has been neglected,and who have attempted 
to repair their deficiencies by ‘’ cramming.” One of 
the most common of their deficiencies is accurate 
knowledge of Latin Grammar.

BRIEF NOTICES, 


Like unto Christ :—*' De Imitatione Christi.” Ascribed 
to Tomas A Kurtis. A now Translation. (S. Low, 
Son, and Co.) Nearly half a coatury ago the editions 
and translations of the Imitation of Christ” were 
reckoned at two thousand, and more. Truly it is a book, 
as Johnson said, which the world has opened its arms 
** to receive.” There is scarcely a literature in the world, 
however small the amount of Westera and Christian 
thought introduced into it, but this wonderful book will 
bo found transplanted to its soil, common to the Eaglish 
and to the Ubinese, to the Castilian and the Arabic, to 
the Flemish and the Persian, with many others, it has 
probably no other companion of ite many versions than 
tho Soriptares themselves and the Pilgrim's Progress.” 
Associated generally with the name of Thomas A Kempis, 
there are yet good reasons to dispute his authorship; 
and very weighty evidence has been adduced! in favour 
of Jean Gerson, Chancellor of the University of Paris, 
at the beginning of the 15th century; while scarcely 
less force of proof sustains the claim of a Jean Gersen, 
whose name some of the earlier MSS. boar. The trans- 
lator of the volume now before us prefixes a woll- in- 
formed and carefully written essay on the writer aud 
** the book ; and admitting that it is hardly possible now 
to unravel this kaot of literary controversy, advances an 
opinion which we thiak more probable than any other, 
that Like Unto Christ’ is not the production of a 
“*single author, but that it is the growth of years of 
** austere devotion, copied out by monks who have added 
their own feelings to the devout passages of an older 
author who had endeavoured to console his fellow- 
** Christians, and was content to do so and to remain not 
only obscare but unknown, being far too wise to be 
* ravished by the whistling of a name.“ The essay also 
contains some admirable remarks on the character of 
religious thought and feeling by which this remarkable 
production is distinguished ; and adds a brief account of 
editions of the original, aod of trauslations published in 
our own country. As to the present version, it will of 
course bs remembered that the translator has had the 
advantage of the labours of all who have preceded him; 
but we cannot hesitate to declare for this as having 
traces of an independent scholarship, a profound feeling 
for the original, and a minute attention to delicate shades 
of expression, which may well make it acceptable even 
to those who can eojoy the work without a trans!ator’s 
aid, and which could cause it to become the favourite 
copy with those who shall hereafter ponder and pray 
over its “priceless sentences.” Tho notes contain 
parallel passages from the Scriptures aud the Apocrypha, 
with occasional references to the renderings of other 
translators, It is beautifully produced; and in every 
way has our unrestrained praise. 
The Ministry of Original Words in Asserting and 
Defending the Truth, By B, A. Simon, (London 


Trübner and Co.) The author believes that this is an 
“age of transition, involving unwonted requirements and 
% foreshadowing eventaalities for which we are to be 
prepared“; that it is the stagnant condition of Theology 
which has given birth to the ephemera Neologists, Tran- 
‘‘ scendeotalists, Nihilists, &c.,” and he seems to think that 
the one means of preparation for the coming conflict, and 
the one remedy for the present evil state of things, is the 
study of Revelation in its Original Reoords. He says 
that the original words employed in that higher 
region of thought can alone transmit to us ‘ the spirit 
„et life’ thus embodied,” and by means of illustrative 
„names and titles as Love, Light, Life [surely good Saxon 
„ words, these] our Heavenly Father makes known to us 
„His nature, being and character,” but the force of 
“ these direct appeals to inner consciousness, the only 
** exponents of Cod has been either nullified by unmean- 
** ing foreign substitutes, or misrepresented by misnomers 
** suggestive rather of polytheistic than of spiritual ideas.” 
With all these, however, he considers that no order 
of the community starts with fairer hope of successful 
‘issue in ‘the race set before us’ than our intelligent 
“working men.” The substance ot the book consists of 
the Hebrew names and titles of the Godhead, with their 
synonyms and affinities, their peculiar meaning and 
force, and these verified by the usage of the prophets 
and apostles. We may instance the first word in the 
Book of Genesis, rend«red in our version, In the begin- 
„ning.“ ‘This rendering, as well as that of all other 
versions which he cites, he considers both inadequate and 
misleading, and prefers that of the Chaldee Targum, 
which may be rendered, B53 the precursor,” “By the

Dunvarlich or. Round about the Bush. By Davio 
MAoRAE, author of George Harrington” &c. (Glasgow, 
Scottish Temperance League.) The Directors of the 
Scottish Temperance League offered a prize of 2501. for 
the best, an 1 100“. for the secon 1-best, temperance tale. 
Out of 98 competitors the second prize was awarded 
to Mr. Macrac. Whatever the uasuocessful 97 may 
have been, they certainly need not feel it any disgrace to 
be placed below “‘Dunvarlich ”; and we are sare that the 
more fortunate “By the Treat” must be very good 
indeed to be worthy of a higher rank than this most in- 
teresting tale. Sir Chirlss Macdonald, a Sootch 
Baronet, is troubled with gout. His doctor's advice, that 
he give up his wine, pats him in high dudgeon, for his 
‘system could never have come through what it has 
** without it.“ He tries instead mesmerism, hydropathy 
and homeopathy, or as Toddles, the buttons, calls them, 
„ mesmeric comet,” ** hydrophobia,” and hommy-apo- 
** thecary ;” batall this beating round about the bush 
fails. He consents at length to give up his wine, and 
the gout and other ailments leave him. This is by no 
means the main interest of thetale. The characters are 
well conceived, and well sustained. Miss Montalvan, 
the heroine, is especially fasciuating. Iu a temperance 
tale of course there is ever a foregone conclusion ; but in 
this it is not offensively obtruded, and there is none of 
the rant and intoxication of teetotalism. We think, 
however, there is too great severity in the treatment of 
the Scottish ministers, a number of whom are repre- 
sented at an ordination dinner, jovielly passing the 
wine cup, and talking hypocritically about it the while; 
not one of them ocountenancing a simple ongine-driver 
who wishes to refrain, but who is tempted by them to 
indulge, and whose fatal indulgence brings about a 
shocking railway accident. If our readers meet with 
the book, we think that if they begin it they will 
wi not close it till they have finished it. 


The Law on its Trial ; or, Personal Recollections of 
the Death Penalty and its Opponents. By ALFrep H. 
Drmonp. (London: A. W. Bennett.) We have here 
a Chamber of Horrors shown by a philanthropist, a 
kind of Newgate Calendar, written in the interests of 
humanity by e zealous friend of his fellow men. Mr. 
Dymond, who for several years was connected with the 
Society for the Abolition of Capital Punishment, and 
was its secretary during the years 1853 —7, has collected 
a large number of cases of the infliction of the death 
penalty, many of them very harrowing, aud some of 
them showing that persons proved innocent when too 
late, and others certainly insane, have been the victims. 
These cases he briogs as his addition to the mass of evi- 
denee collected by the Royal Commission appoiated last 
year to inquire iato the nature and operation of the 
** laws uoder which capital punish ment is inflicted,” &e., 
believing that very soon the whole question will come up 
for discussion in the new Parliament, aud that the pro- 
sent is a good opportunity for agitating the question out 
of doors.

Tar Fanvon Inox-CLAD Squapron.—The French 
squadron left Plymouth Sound on Saturday evening 
for the eastward, calling at Torbay and Portland. The 
Achilles and Prince Consort, English iron-clads, will 
accompany the French ships to the several ports of 
call. 


Deatu FROM CRINoLINE.—Another melancholy 
instance of death from the burning of a « rinolined 
dress is rted. Mrs. Piggott, wife of a Great 
Hesthere — inspector, was sitting at the fire 
with an infant in her lap. Her distended mualin 
dress wafted towards the bars, and in an instant she 
was in a blaze. A praiseworthy effort to extinguish 
the flames was made by a railway inepector, but the 
poor woman died of her dreadful burns. 

Tar Jivitpine Traps or Loxpon.—We regret 
to observe that another controversy has arisen between 
the masters and men in the London building trade, 


which threatens to end in a lock-out. The 
carpenters in the a of re. Cubitt struck 
work for an advance of wages. To resist this demand, 


the Master Builders’ Association resolved that unless 
the men returned to work a general lock-out should 
take place. The operatives refuse to return, and un- 
leas à compromise be effected, on Saturday building 
operations in the metropolis will be suspended. 

Essex (Nortu).—Tbe rejeotion of Major Beres- 
ford (W. B.“ of 1852) is perhaps the unkiodest cut 
received by the Conservatives during the present 
dissolution. The gallant major was returned for the 
division in 1847, and has not had any serious oppo- 
tion offered to him for eighteen years ; in fact, the 
Liberals seemed to have considered it almost a 
forlorn hope to make any attempt to displace him. 
In the course of last year, however, increased atten- 
tion was paid to the registration, aod the Liberals 

ained as many as 1,000 votes before the revising 
rristers, Encouraged by this success, the party 
started Sir T. Western as their candidate, and have 
succeeded in returning him by a respectable ma- 
jority. Sir Thomas Western is the father of Mr. T. 
S. Western, who bas just lost his seat for Maldon, 
and is a descendant of the late Lord Western, who 
was for many years prom‘neotly identified with 
Essex politics. In the last Parliament nine of the 
ten E-sex seats were held by Oontervatives, but 
only eight are now so occupied. 


A Dod Savep sy tHe Qusexn.—A few months 
back, while the Lad Regiment of Life Guards were 
quartered in the cavalry barracks at Spital, near 
Windsor, an order was issued for the destruction of 
all the dogs in the barracks. On the morning of the 
day on which the canine friends of the troopers were 
to be destroyed, her Majesty made an inspection of 
the Windsor garrison, and while passing through the 
quarters of the 2nd Life Guards, accompanied by the 
colonel of the regiment, was much attracted by the 
appearance of a small and very pretty terrier dog 
named “ Dick,” belonging to Corporal Woodhouse, 
one of the bandsmen.

the Queen's Prize Mr, Sharman was run very close 
by some of his competitors, one of whom might, it is 
ssid, have tied with him, but for the distarbance 
made in cheering his conquest. Mr. E. Ross, the 
winoer of this prizs on a previous occasion, was left 
far behind in the race, scoriog only forty-seven points 
to Mr. Sbharman’s sixty-four. ‘The contest for the 
Elcho challenge shield was keen. The English 
Eigbt made a score of 1,053; the Scotch, 1,051 ; and 
the Irish, 935. Ona Saturday the prizes were dis- 
tributel at Wimbledon, and a review followed in 
which somo 10,000 vi laateers took part. 

Tux AtLanric CaBLe.—The Great Eastern, with 
the Atlantic cable, reached Berehaven Harbour o. 
Friday. On Saturday the shore end was landed 
from the Caroline, and the payiog vat was com- 
pleted late at night. Connections were made with 
the instrament-room at 12 45 p.m. Greenwich time, 
in the presence of a large concourse of people. The 
Kuigbt of Kerry, iu a few appropriate observations, 
invoked sucocss upon the uadertaking, and in con- 
olusioa called upou Sir Robert Peel, who made an 
admirable address, Three cheers were given for her 
Majesty the Queen, and aleo for the President of the 
United States.

I, Edward William Pritchard, 
in the fall possession of all my senses, and understanding 
the awful position in which I am placed, do make free 
and open confession that the sentence pronounced upon 
me is just; that I am guilty of the death of my mother- 
in-law, Mrs. Taylor, of my wife, Mary Jane 
Pritchard ; that I can a no motive for the conduct 
which actuated me beyond a species of terrible madness 
and the use of ardent spirits. I hereby freely and fully 
state that the confession made to the Rev. R. S. Oldham 
on the llth * of this month was not true, aud I hereby 
confess that I alone, not Mary M‘Leod, poisoned my 
wife in the way brought out in evidence at my trial; 
that Mrs. Taylor's death was caused according to the 
wording of the indictment I farther state to be true; 
and the main facts brought out on my trial I hereby 
fally acknowledge, and now plead wholly and solely 
gailty thereto, an' may God have mercy on my soul!

FROM THE YEAR 1689 TO THE PRESENT TIME.

No history of the Free Charches of England, brought 
down to a recent period, has been written.

It will comprise, 
therefore, the Rise of Nonconformity after the passing 
of the Toleration Act; the sufferings of the Society of
